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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  1968.  This  is  my  first  report  to  you 
since  I  succeeded  Dr.  J.  M.  Watt  in  November  of  that  year.  Since 
the  majority  of  the  year  covered  work  carried  out  by  my  predecessor 
and  his  staff,  I  have  decided  to  retain  the  present  format  of  the 
report,  i.e.  my  report  being  followed  by  an  account  of  the  work  of  the 
Health  Services  provided  by  the  YTest  Riding  County  Council  and  then, 
the  yearly  review  of  the  activities  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  his  Department. 

As  more  nursing  and  medical  staff  become  available,  I  look 
forward  to  a  considerable  expansion  in  that  portion  of  our  services 
which  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and,  in  this  report,  I  have 
outlined  briefly  the  many  fields  in  which  this  expansion  is  likely  to 
take  plhce. 

Yet  again,  there  has  been  a  marked  rise  in  the  deaths  from  lung 
cancer.  In.  addition,  deaths  from  chronic  bronchitis  and  ischaemic 
heart  disease  show  an  increase,  together  with  mortality  from 
cerebrovascular  lesions  of  the  brain,  (cerebral  thrombosis  and 
cerebral  haemorrhage).  Deaths  from  violent  causes,  motor  and  home 
accidents,  and  suicides,  are  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

Perinatal  mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths  and  deaths  in  infancy 
occurring  before  the  age  Of  one  month) ,  is  just  above  the  national 
average,  being  26.4  per  thousand  births,  live  and  still,  compared 
with  a  national  figure  of  24. 7 •  This  figure  for  1968,  is  a  decided 

improvement  on  the  1967  result  of  29  per  thousand  but,  of  course, 
there  is  undoubtedly  scope  for  a  further  reduction.  The  birth  rate 
for  the  area  is  20.6  per  thousand,  well  above  the  national  figure  of 
16.9  per  thousand  and  as  Mrs.  Brooks,  my  Divisional  Nursing  Officer, 
remarks  in  her  report  on  the  domiciliary  midwifery  services,  more  and 
more  women  are  being  confined  “in  hospital.  In  19^4?  there  was  some 
929  births  at  home  compared  with  a  total  of  2,0739  whereas  the 
figures  for  1968  were  554  domiciliary  confinements  in  some  2,20 6  births. 
This  trend  towards  hospital  confinement  is  an  ever-increasing  one  and 
has  resulted  in  a  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  domiciliary  Midwives. 
Difficulties  have  been  encountered  in  the  administration  of  the 
domiciliary  services  as  a  result  of  this  staff  reduction,  but  recent 
changes  should  solve  these  problems. 

In  the  field  of  infectious  diseases,  members  will  note  from  the 
figures  that  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  falling  steadily. 

In  this  context,  I  am  particularly  pleased  to  see  the  high  level  of 
response  by  parents  to  our  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  children. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  all  preventive  medicine 
procedures  which  my  staff  carry  out  in  schools  and  one  which  must 
be  kept  at  a  high  level  of  acceptance. 

The  introduction  of  measles  vaccination  on  a  country-wide  scale 
during  the  latter  part  of  1967  and  throughout  1968,  should  result  in 
a  widespread  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  during  1969*  Measles  is  a 
debilitating  and  unpleasant  disease  which,  in  a  small  percentage  of 
cases,  leads  to  troublesome  chest  and  upper  respiratory  tract 
complications.  Like  diphtheria which  has  almost  disappeared  as  a 
disease  in  Western  European  countries  and  in  North  America,  it  would 
seem  logical  to  look  forward  to  a  similar  state  of  affairs  with 
regard  to  measles  during  the  early  1970' s. 


The  occurrence  of  an  isolated  case  of  poliomyelitis  in. November 
1968  in  ari  unvaccinated  child  within  the  Divisional  area,  highlights 
the  necessity  for  continued  vigilance.  It  is  not  so  very  long  ago 
that  "Polio."  claimed  many  victims  each  year,  particularly  amongst 
the  young  and  active  members  of  the  population.  However,  now  a  few 
drops  of  oral  vaccine  on  a  sugar  lump  (which  all  will  agree,  is  a 
painless  procedure),  can  prevent  a  lifetime’s  disability. 

In  this  context,  the  recent  introduction  of  computerisation  of 
immunisation  records  over  the  entire  West  Riding,  should  be  mentioned. 
Whilst  there  will  inevitably  be  minor  difficulties  in  the  implementation 
of  this  scheme,  it  is  hoped  that  the  rate  of  immunisation  and 
vaccination  will  be  brought  up  to  the  85  -  9 level,  thus  ensuring 
a  more  than  adequate  "herd"  immunity  to  a  number  of  diseases. 

As  a  Division,  with  a  larger  than  average  birth-rate,  we  must 
look  to  the  expansion  of  our  facilities  for  the  younger  age  groups. 
Members  will  know  of  the  considerable  number  of  new  schools  which  are 
being  constructed  within  the  area  and  I  propose  to  reorientate  the 
work  of  the  School  Health  Services  to  a  large  extent.  During  the 
school  year,  1969  “  1970?  we  hope  to  introduce,  on  a  widespread  scale, 
pre-school  examinations  for  children  in  the  4-plus  age  group.  These 
examinations  will  be  carried  out  at  our  clinics  and  should  enable  us 
to  anticipate  medical  difficulties  which  may  arise.  As  a  result  of 
collaboration  with  parents  and  teachers,  I  hope  that  the  routine 
examination  of  school  children  will  be  discontinued  (except  for  the 
annual  checking  of  vision  and  hearing) ,  and  be  replaced  by  a  selective 
system  of  examination.  This,  should  have  many  advantages,  (a)  a 
child  who  is  handicapped  for  any  reason,  can  receive  more  attention 
than  his  more  fortunate  companions,  (b)  the  School  Medical  Officers 
will  be  able  to  visit  the  school  more  frequently,  thus  getting  to 
know  both  children  and  teaching  staff  better  and  enquiring  into 
difficult,  cases  in  greater  depth,  (c)  Less  dislocation  will  be 
caused  to  school  routine  and,  (d)  as  a  result  of  this  increased 
school  visiting  by  both  Health  Visitors  and  medical  staff.,  those 
children  who  are  handicapped  by  medical  and  para-medical  problems 
will  be  identified  more  quickly  and,  we  hope,  their  problems  will  be 
dealt  with  more  expeditiously. 

As  yet,  there  are  no  formal  family  planning  facilities  in  this 
area.  However,  it  is  hoped  to  set  up  at  least  two  clinics  during 
1969*  These  will,  of  course,  be  run  by  the  Family  Planning  Association 
as  agents  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  they  will  use  our 
existing  clinic  premises. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  we  have  been  without  a 
Speech  Therapist  for  at  least  eight  months.  The  two  ladies,  Mrs. 
Shaughnessy  and  Mrs.  Jotic,  who  worked  in  the  Division  on  a  part-time 
basis,  both  resigned  within  a  few  weeks  of  each  other  in  November  1968. 
This  has  resulted  in  the  drastic  curtailment  of  a  very  vital  service. 
However,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  new  Speech  Therapist  has 
recently  been  appointed  and  she  will  work  both  in  this  Division  and 
in  Division  27  -  Doncaster. 

At  the  present  time,  a  new  Special  Care  Unit  is  being  constructed 
at  the -Maltby  Training  Centre.  When  this  is  completed  in  the  Autumn 
of  1969?  the  somewhat  overcrowded  conditions  within  the  Training 
Centre  will  be  alleviated  and  instead  of  three  classes  in  the  Junior 
Vifing,  there  will  be  a  reduction  in  the  number. of  children  in  each 
class,  to  form  four  classes.  I  hope  that  this. will  result  in  more 
effective  teaching  being  given  to  these  smaller  numbers.  In  addition, 
the  Special  Care  Unit  itself,  may  be  capable  of  some  slight  expansion 
in  terms  of  numbers. 


Recently,  the  recruitment  of  Health  Visiting-  staff  to  the  Division 
has  improved  and  I  hope  that  this  will  result  in  an  improved,  service 
to  the  schools,  particularly  in  relation  to  Health  Education.  On  this 
subject,  I  hope  to  have  discussions  with  my  colleagues  in  the  Education 
Department  on  ways  in  which  we  can  stimulate  interest  in  this  very  vital 
field.  I  think  that  too  often,  contentious  subjects  such  as  drugs, 
alcohol,  venereal  diseases,  etc.,  are  highlighted  and  what  we  really 
need,  is  a  wide  ranging  programme  during  the  school  curriculum,  which 
gives  instruction  in  all  aspects  of  health. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  illustrates  how 
the  work  of  his  Department  is  increasing  in  variety  and  complexity. 

As  we  strive  to  improve  the  health,  hygiene  and  amenities  in  the 
district,  I  feel  that  new  note  should  be  taken  of  the  extremely  important 
work  which  Mr.  Higgs'  Department  carries  out. 

In  October,  1968,  shortly  before  I  arrived,  Dr.  C.  C.  Harvey, 
Consultant  Paediatrician  to  the  YYest  Riding  County  Council,  died 
suddenly.  It  soon  became  apparent  to  me  what  valuable  work  Dr.  Harvey 
had  performed  in  this  Division  and  there  is  little  doubt  we  shall  miss 
his  wise  counselling. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  the  Divisional  Health  Department  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  my  settling  in  period,  particularly  Mr.  Higgs,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mrs,  Brooks  my  Divisional  Nursing 
Officer,  and  Mr,  Hill,  Divisional  Chief  Clerk.  Lastly,  I  would  like 
to  thank  Councillor  Davies  and  all  his  colleagues  on  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  the  kindness  and  consideration  shown  to  me  during  my 
first  months  in  office.

Midwifery 

The  changes  in  the  Midwifery  Service,  which  were  evident  in  1967 , 
continued  during  the  past  year  with  domiciliary  confinements  showing  a 
further  decrease  to  548  home  confinements.  There  was  also  a  corresponding 
increase  in  hospital  confinements  for  short  stay. 

This  change  resulted  in  a  slight  reduction  of  full-time  staff  to 
thirteen  full-time  midwives  and  four  part-time,  which  has  produced 
a  larger  operational  area  for-  individual  midwives,  and  makes  efficient 
communications  a  necessity  to  enable  every  midwife  to  reach  her  patient 
with  the  minimum  of  delay. 

To  aid  communications,  preparations  have  gone  forward  to  operate 
a  night  rota  system  as  soon  as  possible.  With  the  co-operation  of  the 
Ambulance  Service,  this  should  minimise  the  frustrations  of  patients, 
relatives  and  friends. 

To  ensure  that  all  midwives  maintain  their  skills,  and  continue 
their  interest,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Matron  of  Moorgate 
Hospital  for  each  midwife  to  spend  one  week  at  the  hospital,  commencing 
January,  1969.  This  will  also  enable  the  staff  to  observe  new  techniques 
and  procedures  and  should  assist  in  a  greater  liaison  with  the  hospital 
staff  and  help  all  midwives  to  understand  each  other's  problems. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  midwives '  time  continues  to  be  spent  on 
ante-natal  care  and  mothercraft  teaching,  these  clinics  operate  weekly 
in  most  areas.  The  number  of  visits  to  homes  of  patients  at  the  request 
of  hospitals  to  assess  suitability  for  early  discharge  increased  by 
98  over  the  previous  year  to  a  total  of  361. 

The  end  of  1968  saw  the  commencement  of  disposable  items  of  equipment, 
both  for  the  midwives 1  bags  and  new  delivery  packs  to  be  used  for 
domiciliary  confinements,  with  a  smaller  pack  to  be  used  for  the  early 
discharge  cases  from  hospitals. 

Two  midwives  attended  Refresher  Courses  and  one  attended  the 
In-service  Training  Course  at  Grantley  Hall.

Voluntary  Committees 

I  am,  again,  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  various  Voluntary 
Committees  who  give  their  time  week  after  v/eek  to  assist  in  the  clinics. 

This  help  is  also  greatly  appreciated  by  the  mothers  and  staff. 

Health  Visiting 

The  changes  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  has  been  marked 
during  the  past  year?  while  continuing  home  visiting  to  the  new  bom, 
much  more  time  is  now  spent  in  early  detection  of  ill  health,  the 
surveillance  of  high  risk  groups,  and  extra  support  to  families 
during  periods  of  stress,  with  advice  and  guidance  in  cases  of  illness, 
together  with  the  care  and  management  of  young  children. 

In  addition,  a  considerable  number  of  clinic  consultations  have 
been  undertaken,  also  screening  for  deafness,  testing  for  phenylketonuria 
and  the  Ortolani  test  to  exclude  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip. 

The  handicapped  child  has  been  given  special  care  and  provided 
with  aids  where  necessary. 

Many  more  visits  to  the  geriatric  patient  have  been  undertaken 
at  the  request  of  the  family  doctors,  and  the  opening  of  a  day  care 
unit  at  Nether  Edge  Hospital  has  been  of  benefit  to  a  few  patients  who 
live  near  to  the  Sheffield  area,  this  gives  tremendous  relief  to 
relatives  and  reduces  the  waiting  list  in  geriatric  units. 

The  School  Service  remains  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Visitor? 
in  most  areas  an  Assistant  is  available  to  help  with  the  routine  work 
of  medical  and  hygiene  surveys  and  the  necessary  follow-up  of  needy  cases. 

Two  student  Health  Visitors  at  the  Sheffield  Training  School  were 
placed  with  the  Field  Work  Instructor  for  their  practical  training. 

Both  students  successfully  completed  the  course. 

The  staff  situation  remains  as  last  year  with  fifteeen  Health 
Visitors  and  five  Assistants?  there  were  two  resignations  and  one  retirement. 

Three  Health  Visitors  were  allocated  to  the  Division  from  the 
student  Training  Course. 

One  Health  Visitor  attended  a  Refresher  Course  and  two  attended  the 
In-service  Training  Course  at  Grant ley  Hall.

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  their  own  Homes 

One  meeting  of  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  was  held  in  1968.  Pull 
attendance  occurred  of  members  of  the  Committee  and  individual 
members  benefited  greatly  by  reports  upon  the  various  services  involved. 

One  case  was  assisted  .by  the  provision  of  a  Home  Help  without 
assessment.  This  family  have  been  on ‘the  Problem  Family  Register  for 
some  years  and  it  was  thought  that  a  Home  Help  might  educate  the  mother 
in  the  care  of  the  children.  This  did  not,  in  fact,  materialise. 

No  cases  were  granted  rent  guarantees.  •  ....... 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

The  two  Health  Visitors  engaged  in  this  work  visit  the  Rotherham 
general  hospitals  weekly,  the  specialist  hospitals  monthly.  During  the 
past  year,  46  visits  were  made  to  the  general  hospitals  and  10  to  the 
specialist  hospitals.  The  staff  interviewed  375  patients  in  the  general 
hospitals  and  27  in  the  specialist  hospitals,  chiefly  at  the  request  of 
the  hospital  staff.  Most  of  these  patients  also  had  a  home  visit  paid 
by  the  field  staff. 

The  time  involved  varies  considerably  with  the  cases;  the  hospital 
visits  take  up  one  session  per  week. 

In  the  Sheffield  hospitals,  liaison  is  carried  out  by  contacting 
the  Medical  Social  Worker  at  each  hospital.  Vi/hen  there  are  medical 
problems,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  meet  the  Consultant  staff; 
these  meetings,  while  few  in  number,  have  resulted  in  a  more  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  patients'  needs  and  care. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Children's  Hospital  Consultant, 

Mr.  Zachary,  made  arrangements  for  a  Health  Visitor  to  have  access  to 
his  records  of  all  spina  bifida  cases.  This  proved  most  helpful  in  the 
follow  up  of  these  cases,  especially  where  extra  support  to  the  family 
was  required. 

Health  Education 

This  field  of  teaching  forms  a  large  part  of  the  routine  work  for 
the  Health  Visiting  staff,  both  in  clinics  and  homes.  More  requests  have 
been  received  this  year  from  schools  to  assist  in  their  programmes,  talks 
have  been  given  on  a  variety  of  subjects,  the  most  popular  being, 
mothercraft,  personal  hygiene,  home  safety  and  the  Health  Services. 

A  large  quantity  of  visual  aids  have  been  used,  and  leaflets 
distributed,  together  with  the  use  of  posters,  displays  and  films,  both 
sound  and  still,  shown  on  a  variety  of  topics. 

Several  clinics  now  encourage  school  children  to  attend  the  baby 
sessions  for  observation.  The  girls  like  this  and  the  school  staff  consider 
it  to  be  of  help  *in  the  teaching  of  their  home-making  series.

Home  Nursing 

The  past  year  has  “shown  an  increasing  number  of  patients  attended 
by  the  Home  Nurses.  This  would  seem  due  to  the  earlier  discharge  of 
patients  from  hospital,  and  general  practitioner  attachment. 

The  largest  group  of  patients  nursed  are  the  elderly,  there  has 
also  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  received  for  supervision 
and  bathing  only.  These  visits  are  very  time-consuming  and  do  not 
always  require  the  skills  of  the  trained  nurses,  a  task  that  could  well 
be  performed  by  bath  attendants. 

The  staff  remained  fairly  constant  during  the  year;  there  were 
two  retirements,  two  resignations  and  three  appointments.  One  nurse 
completed  the  new  W.R.C.C.  District  Nurses  Training  Course,  which  has  now 
replaced  that  of  the  Queen’ s  Institute  of  District  Nurses  which 
discontinued  training  in  May  1968. 


-  The > disposable  items  are  now  in  constant  use,  making  nursing 
procedures  easier  and  time-saving.  An  experiment  took  place  during 
the  year  to  assess  the  value  of  a  variety  of  pads  which  manufacturers 
have  produced  to  prevent  pressure  sores.  The  Pad  considered  to  he  the 
most  satisfactory  was  the  Sleepskin,  which  is  manufactured  fibre,  easily 
laundered. . ~ .  ...

This  service,  which  commenced  five  years  ago,  has  proved  to  be  a 
form  of  patient  care  very  much  appreciated.  Given  as  an  extension

Although  the  Christmas  period  occurred  mid-week,  no  elderly  person 
missed  a  meal.  Deliveries  which  should  have  been  made  on  Christmas  Day  and 
Boxing  Day  were  made  on  the  previous  MoM&y  and  Tuesday.  •  v  ••  ;

Neither  of  these  schemes  has  any  communal  services  but  at  the 
year  end  a  tender  was  accepted  to  construct  a  resident  wardens  scheme 
at  North  Anston  which  will  have  a  full..range  of  communal  facilities. 
Towards  the  year  end  an  investigation  was  in  progress.. to  establish  the 
possibility  of  having  a  resident  wardens  scheme  in  Pryor  Mede  and  Hewitt 
Place  at  Harthill.  At  both  the  established  resident,  wardens  schemes  it 
was:  possible  to  obtain  for  the  occupants  a  communal  television  licence 
at  a  greatly  reduced  fee.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  drainage  improvement  works  at  South  Anston  were  completed  by  the 
year  end.  A  new  sewer  was  laid  in  the  High  Street  -  Ryton  Road  area 
terminating  at  a  pumping  station  at  the  railway  bridge  in  Ryton  Road. 

The  extensions  to  the  North  Anston  sewage  disposal  works  which  will  treat 
sewage  from  the  pumping  station  were  at  an  advanced  stage  of  completion 
by  the  year  end.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  scheme  will  be  fully 
operational  very  early  in  1969* 

Work  was  commenced  in  October  on  extensions  at  the  Dinnington 
sewage  disposal  works.  These  works  are  expected  to  cost  in  the  region 
of  £200,000, 

During  September,  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs. 

Elliott  and  Brown,  submitted  to  the  Council  a  scheme  for  the  provision 
of  sewers  and  a  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Thorpe  Salvin.  These  are  to 
replace  the  existing  inadequate  drainage  system  and  septic  tank  and 
filter  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £50,000.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
additional  improvements  at  the  Kiveton  Park  disposal  works  were  undertaken. 
These  consisted  of  the  conversion  of  three  disused  rectangular  humus 
tanks  into  clarifiers. 

In  November,  the  Council  considered  and  approved  a  priority  list 
of  works  of  improvement  which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  effected  during 
the  next  five  years.  Brief  details  are  as  follows s- 

Wales  Bar  -  Grass  plot  tertiary  treatment  (Phase  i). 

Thorpe  Salvin  -  New  sewerage.,  and.,  disposal  facilities. 

Todwick  -  Extension  of  existing  works. -  Sewerage  and 

pumping' station  for  KTveton  Lane. 

Relief  sewer  in  Church  Lane. 

Grass  plot  tertiary  treatment. 

Extension  of  existing  disposal  works  and 
provision  of  pumping  facilities. 

Grass  plot  tertiary  treatment. 

Provision  of  additional  pump  on  the

At  the  year  end  there  were  still  three  properties  which  were  not 
connected  to  the  public  supply. 

The  Sheffield  Waterworks  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
distribution  of  water  throughout  the  District.  Opportunity  was  taken 
wherever  possible  to  improve  supplies  to  individual  properties  where 
house  improvement  works  were  carried  out.  A  close  liaison  is  maintained 
with  the  Waterworks  Department  and  generally  the  system  operates  quite 
well. 


Samples  of  the  supply  were  taken  to  ascertain  whether  or  not 
lead  contamination  was  present.  All  the  samples  were  reported  as 
being  free  from  contamination. 

Councillor  W.  Hogg  was  the  Council's  representative  on  the  City 
Council's  Water  Committee  throughout  the  year. 

HOUSING  -  ...... 

During-  the  year,  ten  demolition  orders  and  two  closing  orders 
were  made  in  respect  of  individually  unfit  houses  incapable  of  being 
made  fit  at  a  reasonable  expense.  Two  houses  were  demolished  by  owners 
during  the  year.  ■ 

.  One  occupier  of  the  old  property,  nos.  39  to  51  (odd  numbers), 
Firvale,  Harthill,  was  re-housed  in  a  Council  house.  Only  two 
properties  in  this  block  are  now  occupied.  It  is  owned  by  the  Council 
and  continues  to  deteriorate. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  eight  houses  at  North  Anston  were 
almost  completed.  These  were  provided  to  accommodate  occupiers  of 
sub-standard  property  at  Turnerwood  and  Kiveton  Park  Station.  All 
the  occupiers  at  Turnerwood  found  alternative  accommodation  with  the 
exception  of  one  elderly  woman  who  accepted -the  tenancy  of  a  bungalow 
at  North  Anston. 

At  Kiveton  Park  Station,  only  three  families  required  re-housing 
and  at  the  year  end,  arrangements,  were  in  hand  for  them  to  move  into 
the  new  houses  at  North  Anston. 

Opportunity  was  therefore  taken  to  carry  out  further  clearance 
work  in  the  Parish  at  Gramfit  Road  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
demolition  orders  became  operative.  • 

Other  properties  surveyed  during  the  year  included  the  Old 
Cottages,  Wales  Bar,  a  cottage  at  Harthill  and  another  at' Woodall 
and  two  houses  i'ni  Church  Lane,  Dinnington.  Clearance  procedure  in 
respect  of  these  properties  was  in  hand  by  the  year  end. 

The  replacement  of  the  aluminium  prefabricated  bungalows  by 
traditional  two-bedroom  bungalows  in  the  Wales  Parish  was  completed 
in  1968. 

Prior  to  completion  it  was  decided  to  incorporate  a  resident 
wardens  scheme  into  this  locality.  The  number  of  units  was  considered 
to  be  too  large  for  one  scheme  and  it  was  decided  to  divide  the  area 
and  form  two.  No.  19  Sycamore  Avenue  was  designated  as  a  wardenb 
bungalow  and  an  additional  bungalow  was  constructed  between  Nos.  9  and 
11  Sycamore  Avenue. 

.  U,:iOO\ ..-  - 

The  resident  warden  for  the  first  half  Of  the  scheme  was  installed 
in  September  and  it  was  anticipated  that  the  second  half  would  be 
operational  in  early  January,  19&9»  Eventually,  the  resident  wardens 
will  be  linked  by  an  intercommunication  system  With  each  bungalow  and 
the  wardens- will  be,  able  to  communicate  with  each  other  over  the  same 
system-.  ■  . 

The  Council  considered  the  provision  of  a  purpose  built  resident 
wardens  scheme  at  Firvale,  Harthill.  It  was  envisaged  that  this  would 
include  full .communal  facilities  and  would  be  linked  with  existing 
bungalows  in  Pryor  Mede  and  Hewitt  Place* 


Unfortunately ,  underground  coal  mine  workings  in  this  area  will 
render  the  site  unstable  for  several  years  and  the  project  had  to  he 
abandoned. 

However,  investigation  was  made  into  the  possibility  of  having  a 
modified  wardens  scheme,  similar  to  those  in  other  parts  of  the 
District,  at  Pryor  Mede  and  Hewitt  Place.  It  appears  that  this 
idea  is  a  distinct  possibility  but  will  probably  be  deferred  until 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  decide  that  the  restriction  of  ...... 

expenditure  on  these  projects  can  be  lifted. 

During  the  year  it  appeared  that  the  proposed  wardens  scheme  for 
Anston  would  probably  have  to  be  deferred  for  a  similar  reason. 

However,  the  County  Council  decided,  in  view  of  the  particular 
circumstances,  that  work  on  this  scheme  could  proceed.  When  it  is 
completed,  the  scheme  will  include  full  communal  services  with  a 
wardens  flat  serving  -twenty- eight  bungalows,  four  of  which  will  be 
specially  designed  to  accommodate  disabled  persons. 

The  Council's  policy  for  the  provision  of  new  houses  for  incoming 
miners  took  a  dramatic  turn  early  in  1968.  The  Council  had  undertaken 
on  behalf  of  the  National  Coal  Board  to  construct* 104  new  houses  at 
Dinnington  and  24  at  Kiveton  Park.  As  the  houses  were  completed  and 
ready  for  letting,  it  became  increasingly  obvious  that  the  National 
Coal  Board  were  unable  to  supply  tenants.  After  a  series  of  meetings, 
the  Board  asked  the  Council  to  provide  tenants  for"  these  houses  from 
the  waiting  list  of  Council  house  applicants. 

This  proved  to  be  not  a  particularly  easy  task  at  Dinnington  and 
a  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  by  the  Department  in  enquiries 
and  inspections  of  applicants'  premises.  Eventually,  it  was  decided 
to  appoint  a  housing  assistant  to  undertake  this  work. 

Tribute  must  be  paid  to  Councillor  Mrs.  F.  Shirt  of  Dinnington 
and  Councillor  A.  M.  Davies,  J.P.,  of  Kiveton,  for  the  parts  they  played 
in  overcoming  this  problem. 

The  number  of  new  h'ouses  provided  in  private  residential 
development  during  the  year  was  311  which  was  a  slight  increase  over 
the  1967  figure.  The  completion  of  the  Anston  sewerage  and  extension 
of  the  disposal  works  should  enable  this  figure  to  be  maintained  in 
1969?  always  provided  that  the  country's  economic  situation  does  not 
have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  building  industry. 

Council  house  building  also  showed  an  increase.  The  number 
of  dwellings  completed  was  143.  a*nd  the  majority  of  these  were  provided 
for  the  National  Coal  Board  ostensibly  to  accommodate  incoming  coal 
miners .

During  the  year,  121  applications  for  discretionary  and  standard 
grants  were  received.  Improvement  works  on  191  properties  were 
completed  during  the  same  period.  Again,  the  National  Coal  Board 
was  responsible  for  a  large  proportion  of  the  applications.  When 
the  work  is  completed  on  South  and  East  Terraces,  Waleswood,  all  the 
older  National  Coal  Board  properties  will  have  been  modernised. 

The  future  development  of  house  improvement  should  follow  two 
courses. 

The  Council  should  seriously  consider  modernising  the  pre-war 
Council  houses.  There  are  a  number  of  these  with  poor  scullery 
arrangements,  ground  floor  bathrooms  without  wash  basin  and  internal 
water  closets.  With  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  re-arrangement, 
these  may  be  brought  up  to  a  modem  standard  with  grant  aided  assistance. 

Secondly,  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  compulsory 
provision  of  modern  amenities  in  privately  owned  rented  property. 

In  April,  1968,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
issued  a  White  Paper  entitled  "Old  Houses  into  New  Homes"  which 
outlined  considerable  changes  in  the  improvement  grant  field.  The 
subject  was  mentioned  in  the  Queen' s  Speech  in  the  autumn  and  it  would 
appear  that  there  is  an  excellent  chance  of  amending  legislation  during 
1969.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  bring  forth  a  simpler  procedure 
for  dealing  with  rented  property  on  an  area  improvement  basis.  The 
present  1964  Act  is  far  too  cumbersome  in  this  respect. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  purchased  a  block  of  property  at 
Dinnington,  Nos.  51  to  69  (odd  numbers)  Doe  Quarry  Lane.  It  is 
proposed  to  carry  out  a  re-conditioning  scheme  on  these  houses  when 
the  new  legislation  comes  into  operation.

ADVANCES  POR  ACQUIRING  HOUSES 

Pour  applications  were  made  under  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition 
Acts  and  Housing  Acts  and  approved  by  the  Council.  During  the  year, 
payment  was  made  in  four  cases. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  Chinese  have  a  tradition  of  giving  a  name  to  each  year. 

Had  we  been  in  China  during  1968,  possibly  we  may  have  called  it 
the  Year  of  the  Gypsy.  Scarcely  a  day  went  by  without  news  of  some 
local  authority  evicting  caravan  dwellers  from  derelict  sites  or 
roadside  verges. 

This  action  was  not  found  to  be  necessary  in  Kiveton  Park  and 
some  measure  of  control  was  exercised  under  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951"  Nationally,  however,  these 
people  present  a  problem  and  in  January,  1968,  the  Association  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  called  a  meeting  of  local  authorities  to 
consider  and  dis-cuss  if.  The  meeting  was  of  the  opinion  that  an 


effort  was  required  to  integrate  these  people  into  the  settled 
community  and  the  only  way  to  achieve  this  was  by  the  provision  of 
permanent  camp  sites  throughout  the  country. 

This  meeting  coincided  with  the  presentation  to  Parliament  of 
a  Private  members  Bill  which  placed  a  duty  on  County  Councils  to 
provide  permanent  sites  for  gypsies.  The  Bill  eventually  became 
the  Caravan  Sites  Act,  1968,  and  Fart  11  of  the  Act-  contained  the 
provisions  relating  to  caravan  sites  for  gypsies.  However,  Part  11 
comes  into  operation  on  such  date  as  the.  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  may  order  by  statutory  instrument. 

The  temporary  caravan  site  at  Manor  Road,  Wales,  for  workers 
on  the  M.l  extension  was  closed  during  1968. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


There  is  little  fresh  to  report  on  this  subject  except  to 
re-iterate  that  the  outstanding  source  of  air  pollution  in  this 
District-  comes  from  the  domestic  chimney. 

It  is  perhaps  interesting  to  note  that  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968, 
received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  25th  October,  1968.  Perhaps  the 
section  which  is  of  prime  importance  in  the  field  of  pollution  of 
the  atmosphere  by  domestic  smoke  is  that  which  gives  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  power  to  require  a  local  authority 
to  prepare  and  implement  a  programme  of  smoke  control  for  its  area. 
This  section  of  the  new  Act  will  come  into  operation  on  1st .April, 

1969.  • 

Supporters  of  a  clean' air  policy  have  always  felt  that  one  of  the 
weaknesses  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  was  that  the  provisions 
relating  to  domestic  smoke  and  smoke . control  orders  were  not 
mandatory,  upon  a  local  authority.  If  a  local  authority  wished  to 
operate  the  relevant  sections  of  the  1956  Act  it  could  do  so,  but 
it  was  not  a  duty.  Now  the  Minister  has  the  power  to  require  a 
local  authority  to  do 'so  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  whether 
local  authorities,  particularly  those  in  the  so-called-~-black  areas" 
will  embark  upon  a  policy  of  smoke  control  orders  and  whether  or  not 
the  Minister  will  find  it  necessary  to  use  the  compulsory  powers  at 
his  disposal. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION 


In  April,  1968,  the  Motorway  Service  Area  on  the  M.l  at  Woodall 
became  operational.  At  the  inaugural  training  sessions  prior  to 
the  opening,  your  inspectors  were  in  regular  attendance  giving  lectures 
and  advice  to  management  and  staff  on  food  hygiene.  Subsequently, 
the  Area  has  been  regularly  visited  and  the  organisation's  food 
handling  techniques  have  been  carefully  scrutinised.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  devote  a  considerable  amount  of  time  to  this  work,  both 
inside  and  outside  office  hours.  Any  food  poisoning  outbreak 
emanating  from  this  source  could  have  a  nation-wide  effect. 

Insufficient  time  is  available  to  undertake  regular  inspections 
of  food  shops  in  the  District.  This  is  unfortunate,  because  food 
handlers  are  not  yet,  even  in  this  modem  age,  sufficiently  well 
educated  to  appreciate  their  responsibilities  to  customers..  There 
are  still  too  many  unprotected  foodstuffs  exhibited  in  shops  and  too 
much  handling  of  cooked  meats  by  hand.  Where  these  and  other 
malpractices  have  been  found  the  opportunity  has  been  taken  to 
endeavour  to  persuade  and  educate  management  and' staff  to  adopt  more 
hygienic  methods.

FOREIGN  BODIES  IN  FOOD  ;L 

There  was  a  welcome  decrease  in  the  number  of  complaints  of 
foreign  bodies  in  food  during  the  year. 

Only  two  were  recorded.  The  first  referred  to  a  complaint  of 
mouse  droppings  in  a  loaf, of  bread  and  the  second  to  an  adhesive 
plaster  embedded  in  sausage.  After  due  consideration,  the  Council 
did  not  institute  legal  proceedings. 

In  the  case  of  a  piece  of  paper  in  a  bottle  of  milk  reported 
upon  in  late  19&7?  the  Council  instituted  proceedings  early  in  1968 
and  the  dairy  concerned  was  fined  £5.  Os.  Od.  for  the  offence. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  at  Manor  Farm,  Todwick. 
The  improvement  in  the  standard:'' of  hygiene  reported  last  year  following 
a  successful  prosecution  was  maintained.  Towards  the  year  end  the 
ownership  of  the  premises  changed.  The  previous  occupiers  operated 
a  family  business  and  the  majority  of  the  slaughtering  was  done  for 
themselves-;  The  new  owners  say  that  it  is  their  intention  to  o'perate 
the  slaughterhouse  on  an  economical  basis  and  the  break-even  point  is 
a  throughput  of  400  pig  carcases  per  week. 

If  this  throughput  -Is  achieved,  then  the  amount  of  time  spent 
on  meat  inspection  will  have  to  be  greatly  increased.  Inspection  of 
meat  takes  place  within  normal  office  hours  apart  from  Bank  Holiday 
periods  when  special  arrangements  are  made. 


It  is  also  the  new  owners’  intention  to  extend  the  lairage 
accommodation,  to  reconstruct  buildings  to  enable  them  to  cure  and 
smoke  bacon  and  produce  sausage  skins. 


The  forthcoming  year  will  show  whether  or  not  all  these 
aspirations  are  realised. 


A  request  was  made  for  a  slight  increase  of  hours  of  slaughtering 
and  these  were  finally  agreed  to  he  from  O7.3O  hours  to  16.30  hours 
each  day  from  Monday  to  Friday,  with  no  slaughtering  at  the  weekend. 

In  view  of  this  and  the  increase  of  throughput  the  scale  of  inspection 
charges  was  increased  to  9d.  per  pig  and  6d.  per  sheep. 

The  statistics  show  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs 
slaughtered  during  the  year  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but 
there  was  a  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  sheep  slaughtered.

REMARKS 


The  District's  refuse  is  collected  "by  a  Shelvoke  &  Drewry 
Pakamatic,  two  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipping  freighters  and 
one  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  hulk  loader. 

The  Pakamatic  and  one  S.D.  freighter  are  each  staffed  by  one 
driver  and  six  loaders.  The  remaining  freighter • has  one  driver  and 
four  loaders  and  the  S.D.  hulk  loader  has  ■  a  driver  and'. a.  mate. 

The  hulk  storage  system  which  was  inaugurated  in  1967  was 
considerably  extended  in  1968  and  by  the  year  end,  seventy-seven  hulk 
containers  were  in  use  in  the  District.  These  containers  are  mounted 
on  castors  and  accommodate  1-D  cubic  yards  of  refuse.  They  are  provided 
on  hire  at  an  annual  charge  of  £3.0s.0d. 

The  storage  of  refuse  at  households  is  by  3^  cubic  foot  dustbins. 
During  the  year,  the  Council  was  persuaded  to  become  interested  in  the 
use  of  paper  sacks  as  dustbin  liners.  It  was  decided  to  hold  a  small 
trial  using  the  new  system  and  to  form  a  small  sub-committee  to 
endeavour  to  look  into  the  question  in  depth. 

The  trial  was  held  in  the  Athorpe  Grove  locality  at  Dinnington, 
in  the  Spring  of  the  year.  Initially,  the  occupiers  of  the  property 
were  suspicious,  but  in  the  event  entered  whole-heartedly  into  the 
experiment.  V/hen  the  test  period  was  over  a  survey  showed  that  there 
was  almost  universal  approval  of  the  new  system. 

There  were  good  indications  that  the  use  of  paper  sacks  could 
result  in  the  same  number  of  loaders  cleansing  a  larger  number  of 
properties,  or  alternatively,  a  less  number  would  be  required  to  handle 
a  similar  number  of  dustbins.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  after  the 
sack  is  brought  to  the  kerbside,  a  return  to  the  property  with  an 
empty  bin  is  not  necessary.  This  saving  in  time  can  be  considerable 
where  the  distance  from  the  rear  of  the  kerbside  is  lengthy. 

However,  it  became  apparent  during  the  test  that  paper  sacks 
full  of  refuse  took  up  more  vehicle  body  space  than  the  same  amount 
of  refuse  from  dustbins.  This  indicated  that  a  compression  type 
vehicle  was  required  if  the  time  saved  on  collection  was  not  to  be 
dissipated  by  more  frequent  visits  to  the  refuse  disposal  point. 

Owing  to  the  bulkiness  of  present  day  refuse,  it  is  the  Council's 
policy  to  replace  existing  vehicles  with  compression  types  as  older 
vehicles  are  taken  out  of  service. 

Cesspool  contents  and  night  soil  are  collected  by  a  S.D.  cesspool 
emptier  of  eight  hundred  gallon  capacity.  This  is  operated  by  a  driver 
and  one  man. 

The  standard  of  service  aimed  at  is  the  emptying  of  each  cesspool 
once  every  twenty-eight  days.  Any  more  frequent  service  than  this 
is  charged  on  the  basis  of  Cl.10s.0d.  per  visit. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continued  at  two  sites,  the  Steetley  Quarry, 
Kiveton  Park  Station,  and  at  Quarry  Lane,  North  Anston.  Work  at  the 
old  quarry  at  this  latter  site  was  completed  early  in  the  year  and 
tipping  operations  commenced  at  Greenlands  Quarry  which,  in  effect, 
is  an  extention  of  the  Quarry  Lane  site. 

Those  parts  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 »  referring  to  removal 
of  bulky  refuse  and  abandoned  cars  and  the  provision  of  disposal  points 
are  now  in  operation. 


The  Council  operate  a  free  service  for  the  removal  of  bulky 
refuse  and  ratepayers  have  the  free  use  of  refuse  tips  for  this 
purpose  also.  The  ..abandoned  car  problem  has  not  yet  assumed  any 
great  proportions  in  the  District.  Despite  the  Council's  free  removal 
oervice  for  bulky  refuse,  there  is  still  a  number  of  irresponsible 
people  who  persist  in  dumping  unwanted  material  on  open  spaces  and 
roadside  verges.  The  more  publicity  that  can  be  given  to  the  Council' 
service,  the  more  likely  is  there  to  be  a  diminution  in  this  type  of 
anti-social  behaviour.
